Whether Germany has Buffered in tho North Sea is known only 


to the admiralty. 
The battle to come will lake place almost in Ger- 


man waters. Tho great German war fleet is reported waiting at the 
mouth of tho Elbe. One ship is reported to have a number of aero- 
planes on shore and a fleet of dirigibles. Germany plans to help her 
ica forces from the air, to blow tho British battleships out of tho 
water by raining high explosives. France hn,s reported with a num- 
lier of warships. The news of the initial French success in Mediter- 
ranean was sunk and 2 warships captured is expected to stimulate 
tho French to daring risks.
